District  Council 


Mr .  Chairman ,  G-en tl  emen , 

In  presenting  the  joint  report  of  myself  and 
hr.  Morley,  I  would  like  to  draw  attention  to  a  few 
points. 


The  decline  in  the  birth  rate  continues,  and 
as  can  be  seen  from  the  table  on  page  4>  this  is  tli 
direct  opposite  of  the  experience  throughout  the 
country:  for  the  last  five  years  the  national  birth 
rate  has  risen  every  year,  whereas  that  of  Meobley 
R.D.  has  fallen  every  year.  Curiously,  I  have  not 
found  this  decline  in  the  other  rural  districts  of 
which  I  am  and  only  in  Kington  R.D.  is  the 

rate  as  low  as  here.  It  may  be  that  these  are 
chance  findings  and  that  future  years  will  show  a 
different  trend,  out  I  cannot  help  linking  these 
figures  with  those  of  Mr.  Uorley  on  page  20,  which 
shows  that  2.0cp  of  all  houses  inspected  by  him  were 
unfit  for  habitation.  A  rising  birth  rate  is 
associated  with  a  young  and  forward-looking 
population,  with  a  rising  standard  of  living; 
people  of  this  type  will  not  live  in  substandard 
houses  if  they  can  help  it. 

It  is,  therefore,  with  relief  that  I  note 
the  decision  of  the  Council  to  start  building 
houses  again,  after  the  long  period  of  inactivity 
since  195&. 

I  wrould  like  to  thank  Mr.  Morley  for 
completing  much  of  this  report,  and  for  his  help 
and  co-operation  in  the  past  year.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S  SECTION  OF  REPORT 


PHYSICAL  CHARACTERISTICS  AND  EMPLOYMENT  IN  THE  DISTRICT 


The  Rural  District  is  situated  in  the  Nor th-We stern 
portion  of  the  County  and  covers  an  area  of  49 >727  acres. 

There  are  26  parishes  within  the  district ,  each  with  a 
village  or  hamlet  forming  a  nucleus. 

Agriculture  is  the  major  industry,  the  greater  portion 
of  the  population  being  engaged  either  directly  or  in¬ 
directly  with  it. 

Increased  mechanisation  of  farming  has,  however,  in 
recent  years  caused  a  reduction  in  agricultural  employment 
with  'the  result  that  an  increasing  number  of  persons  are 
employed  in  other  industries  at  either  Hereford  or  Leominster, 
and  travel  to  and  fro  daily. 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

(a)  Regional  and  Village  Supplies 

The  Herefordshire  Water  Board  is  non  the  statutory 
water  authority  for  the  entire  district,  and  since  the 
transfer  of  the  water  undertaking  little  progress  appears 
to  have  been  made  on  the  installation  of  further  piped 
supplies . 

It  is  possible  too  that  increases  in  water  charges 
may  to  some  extent  discourage  potential  consumers  from 
connecting  to  mains  where  these  have  been  provided.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


Weobley  village  is  the  largest  and  so  far  the  only 
village  provided  with  public  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  plant. 

Revised  proposals  in  respect  of  the  proposed  scheme 
for  Dilwyn  village  were  accepted  by  the  Council  towards  the 
close  of  the  year,  and  it  is  likely  that  this  revised  scheme 
will  be  re-submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  as  soon  as  can  be  arranged. 

A  report  (Ref .  LM/HMP/44/6 )  relating  to  a  proposed 
sewage  disposal  scheme  for  the  village  of  Canon  Pyon  was 
presented  and  subsequently  adopted  by  the  Water  and  Sewerage 
Committee  on  the  6th  November,  1961.  Arising  out  of  the 
report,  instructions  were  given  for  the  preparation  of  a 
scheme  for  submission  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government. 

The  position  at  Hansel  Lacy  remains  as  previously 
reported;  in  regard  to  the  village  of  Staunton-on-Wye,  the 
possibility  of  acquiring  an  existing  private  sewage  disposal 
works  and  its  subsequent  extensions  to  form  a  village  scheme 
is  shortly  to  be  investigated. 


As  respects  other  villages,  comparatively  few  cases  of 
nuisance  have  arisen  and  the  position  is  being  reviewed  from 
time  to  time .

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


The  collection  of  household  refuse  throughout  the  area 
is  a  service  greatly  appreciated  by  the  majority  of  rate¬ 
payers  ,  and  during  the  month  of  June  the  frequency  of 
collection  was  increased  to  once  every  three  weeks. 
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REFUSE  COLLECT IOH  AI;D  DISPOSAL  (Continued) 

The  disposal  of  household  refuse  after  collection 
is  still  a  major  problem  and  one  which  the  Council  should 
constantly  bear  in  mind  because  tipping  facilities  are 
most  difficult  to  obtain. 

On  a  previous  occasion  the  attention  of  the  Health 
Committee  has  been  drawn  to  the  question  of  adequate  refuse 
disposal  arrangements  and  the  part  a  pulverisation  system 
can  play  in  this  regard.  Following  receipt  of  a  report 
relating  to  the  pulverisation  of  household  refuse,  the 
Committee  recommended  that  the  problem  of  the  disposed  of 
household  refuse  be  raised  with  the  County  Branch  of  the 
Rural  District  Councils  Association. 

The  existing  tip  at  Sidney  accommodates  the  bulk  of 
refuse  being  collected  at  the  present  time,  the  kind 
assistance  of  Sir  Richard  Verdin  and  Mr.  W.  Hall  of  Sidney 
in  making  the  tip  available  is  gratefully  acknoifl. edged. 

Throughout  the  year  the  refuse  vehicle  travelled 
5,660  miles  on  the  various  rounds.  The  estimated  average 
mileage  per  gallon  of  fuel  being  7*4

The  services  of  the  former  Pests  Inspector  were 
dispensed  with  on  31st  December  1959 >  thus  curtailing  the 
routine  survey  of  the  district  which  had  hitherto  been 
s a t is f ac  to  r ily  unde r taken . 

The  statutory  obligations  of  local  authorities  under 
Section  2  of  the  Act  haVe  been  pointed  out  to  the  Committee, 
and  towards  the  close  of  the  year  it  seemed  probable  that 
further  consideration  might  be  given  to  the  question  of 
routine  survey. 

A  contract  is  in  force  on  a  monthly  basis  for  the 
survey  e„nd  treatment  of  properties  owned  by  the  Council, 
with  the  exception  of  Council  dwellings.

Discretionary  Improvement  Grants 

The  Council  first  implemented  the  improvement  grant 
scheme  in  1952,  since  then  101  proposals  have  been  approved, 
one  of  which  being  later  withdrawn  by  the  applicant. 
Dwellings  improved  under  this  scheme  now  amount  to  about 
5.1$  of  all  the  houses  within  the  area. 

Thirteen  schemes  were  approved  by  the  Council  during 
the  year,  nine  were  completed  and  grants  paid, also  a 
further  eight  applications  were  received,  one  being 
cancelled  later. 

Standard  Improvement  G-rants 


The  standard  improvement  grant  scheme  has  been  well 
received,  and  during  this  year  J.O  applications  were  made 
29  of  which  were  approved,  with  nine  completed  and  paid. 

Since  the  inauguration  of  the  scheme  in  1959  some 
50  proposals,  amounting  to  about  2.5/a  of  all  the  houses 
within  the  area  have  been  approved. 


HOUSING-  AND  BUILDING  DEVELOPMENT 


Progress  on  the  housing  scheme  at  Ueobley  has  proceeded 
slowly,  the  contractor,  in  common  with  other  firms,  found 
that  progress  was  frequently  hampered  on  account  of  labour 
difficulties.  However,  six  houses  and  six  bungalows  were 
ready  for  occupation  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Committee  decided  to  proceed  with  a  scheme  for 
fourteen  houses  and  six  bungalows  at  Canon  Pyon  during 
November,  also  the  erection  of  about  ten  houses  at 
Bishopstone  received  consideration.  Planning  approval 
was  obtained  in  respect  of  a  site  for  ten  houses  at  Staunton- 
on-Uye.

Inspections  in 
the  course  of  other  duties  have  been  undertaken  from  time 
to  time. 
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SCHOOL  MILK

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES  AND  BUTCHER’S  SHOPS 


There  are  two  priva.te  slaughter  houses  in  the  district, 
both  of  which  have  been  regularly  used  during  the  year. 

The  improvement  of  both  establishments  has  been  considered 
by  the  Council  and  the  necessary  work  is  expected  to  be 
undertaken  in  the  near  future. 

During  the  year  101  beasts,  1  calf,  112  sheep, 

308  lambs,  and  66  pigs  were  slaughtered  at  the  two  estab¬ 
lishments,  and  after  inspection  the  following  meat  was 
considered  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  and  was 
voluntarily  surrendered :- 

18  Bovine  livers,  4  sheep’s  livers,  2  lamb’s  left 
hind  quarters,  1  lamb’s  head,  1  lamb’s  carcase,  ~[  pig’s  heads, 
1  sheep’s  shoulder  and  fore  quarter,  and  1  sheep’s  lungs. 

By  comparison  with  i960,  slightly  less  animals  were 
slaughtered  in  the  area  -  4.2^  less. 

100f*  inspection  of  all  carcases  and  organs  has  been 
maintained,  although.  as  in  previous  years,  this  has 
frequently  meant  the  working  of  extra  time,  outside  normal 
lurking  hours. 


THE  MANUFACTURE  AND  BALE  OF  ICE-CREAM 


There  are  no  ice-cream  manufacturing  premises  in  the 
area,  all  ice-cream  sold  is  obtained  in  pre-packed  wrappers 
from  reputable  manufacturers  a.nd  stored  in  refrigerator 
containers  prior  to  sale. 

No  further  premises  were  registered  for  the  storage 
and  sale  of  ice-cream  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955> 
Section  16.  There  is  now  a  total  of  27  registered  premises. 

No  samples  were  submitted  for  laboreMcory  examination.
